ARREST ONE OF HIS CALLERS 


A LETTER FROM MISS STONE 


SAYS SHE IS WELL. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 8.—The gov- 


ernment last night caused the arrest 
of a man who was visiting United 
State Consul General Dickinson, and 
search him, presumably thinking" lie 


t was an emissary of the brigands, and 
expecting to seize a communication 
from or to Miss Ellen M. Stone, the 
American missionary. 
The mail was 


subsequently released. 
This action 


of the authorities was, seomingly, a 
deliberate attempt to frighten dele- 
gates who might visit Mr. Dickinson, 
and thus prevent negotiations from 
taking place iu Bulgarian territory. 
Tho 
attitude 
of 
the authorities 


hampers 
Mr. 
Dickinson, 
as 
the 


brigands refused to treat in Turkey. 


Mr. Dickinson, in his reply to Miss 


Stone's letter, urged the brigands to 
still further reduce their demands 
and accept the amount subscribed, in 
view of the determination of the gov- 
ernment not to contribute to ward the 
ransom and the impossibility of col- 
lecting- further subscriptions. 


Ic is believed the brigands will 


agree to this, as they are now begin- 
ning to feel hard-pressed nnd want 
money for current expenses, such as 
bribery 
of ofRcials. peasants and 


others. 


The letter insists that the sur- 


render of the prisoners must precede, 
or be simultaneous with the pay- 
ment, but leaves the question of the 
place open. 


-A messenger last night brought n 


letter from Miss Stone, written in 
English. 
All the previous communi- 


cations from Miss Stone have been 
in Bulgarian. 
The letter says she is 


still well and g'.ives valuable in- 
formation about her captors and 
other circumstances which Miss Stoive 
was debarred from sending in Bul- 
garian. 


REPORTS ARE MEAGRE. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—All that can 


•be gathered here touching 
Miss 


Stone's case is that the reports from 
the Levant are to the effect that some 
kind of communication' is 
being 


maintained, though very indirectly, 
between Miss Stone's captors and the 
people who are seeking to secure her 
release. 
It is believed that up to 


this point 
the missionaries them- 


selves have been the only persons 
able to keep open the line of com- 
munication.

IRS not known for years. -As soon as 
tlie alarm was given, guards 
were 


'ormed 
in marching 
order 
and 


mounted men, armed to the teeth, 
were drawn up in front of the main 
entrance. 
Most of the guards were 


old plainsmen. The escaped convicts 
were conn ted 
the most 
desperate 


criminals in the southwest, and th4 
guards started out on their hunt in 
full knowledge of this fact. 


The scene of the mutiny, however, 


being1 some distance from the prison 
Jroper. the convicts Jiad secured a 
jond start, and aided by the rough, 
wooded country, they had, 
before 


darkness fell, placed a gap between 
:hemselves and their pursuers. The 
jiinrrts at best could make but 
a 


desultory attempt at pursuit and 
were compelled to await daylight to 
Lake up the search. 


The alarm was sent out in all di- 


-ections, the officials of Kansas City, 
Atcluson, 
St. Joseph,

Leaveiiworth being asked to keep the 
police on the outlook and all night 
in each of tlie cities armed police 
and detectives patrolled

GONE FROM EARTH. 


THE END CAME THIS MORNING 


VETERAN 
NEWSPAPER 
MAN 


WAS 83 YEARS OF AGE. 


FORMERLY 
STATE SENATOR 


FOR MANY YEARS A -WIDELY 


KNOWN CITIZEN. 


Hon. John D. Sarnighausen, the 


veteran editor of the Indiana Staats- 
Zeitung, formerly state senator from 
Allen county, and for many years n 


:oreniost Germnn citizen of Fort 
Wayne, died at 
4:30 o'clock this 


morning in his apartments at 20 
Clinton street. 
Mr. Sarnighausen 


had reached the 
advanced age of 


eighty-three years. 


Death came peacefully nt the end 


of a prolonged decline in health con- 
sequent upon bis years. 
It was not 


entirely unexpected, yet it came 
somewhat suddenly, and will be 
deeply regretted by many who have 
mown tliR veteran editor since his 
arrival in Fort Wayne, nearly forty 
/ears ago. 


For two years pasL Mr. Sarnighau- 


_en has been able to do but little in 
.tie way of editorial work upon his 
:apcr, yet ho retained the fullest in- 
terest in its management, and as his 
condition permitted wrote for 
its 


columns. 
He was at the office for 


the last time in the middle of June 
last, and on June 15 ho was seized 
with an illness which was at first 
presumed to be something of the na- 
ture of paralysis. Later he improved 
slightly, but has never been able to 
Jeave his room since that time, and 
his employes visited him regularly 
.o receive his instructions as to the 
business conduct of his newspaper. 
He was taken suddenly worse Thurs- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. 
Henry 


Krah, foreman of the Staats-Zeitung 
composing room, has lived with Mr. 
Sarnighauten for many years, and 
was with him at the end this morn- 
ng. 
-The patient lost consciousness 


last evening, rallied slightly at 2 
I'clock this morning, then sank into 
Lhe peaceful, gradual decline which 
terminated in his 
death at 4:30 


o'clock. 


WROTE A BIOGRAPHY. 


For some time the aged man has 


realized that his end was near, and 
during the past year he had written 
a brief biographical sketch, which 
was left with the employes in the 
Staats-Zeitung office. 
It is in Ger- 


man and translated is as follows: 
'-I was born October 31, 1818, in 
trakc. Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, 
./here my father was a civil officer. 
When a few years later my father, 


•ho was a native of Hanover, re- 
irned there and entered the govern- 
teiital service, wo lived first in Gas- 


ton, and then in Horneburg. 
This 


ias been my real home. 
I studied 


n tlie high schools nt Stadde nnd 
then in Lnernebnrg. Later I studied 
theology in Goetlingen, where after- 
wards I was a private teacher for 
_omo time. 
Then I was assistant to 


Rev. Loccum, member of the faculty 
of a charitable institution at Han- 


irer, and finally I was made assist- 
nt pastor in Goettingen. 
In June, 1800, I canin to America, 


living- at St. Louis until January, 
10G2, when I came to Fort Wayne 
and took charge 
of the Indiana 


Staats-Zeitung, a weekly newspaper 
then owned by Messrs. F. Meyer and 
A. Siemon. 
I purchased tho paper 


in 1863. 
Since that timo I luvve 


continually resided in Fort 'Wayne, 
and I need not mention this portion 
of my life, ns everybody lias known 


me here. 
In 1807 I changed the 


Staats-Zeitung- from a weekly to a 
tri-weekly, and in 1877 to a daily. 
From 1871 to 1879 I was state sen- 
ator—first from Allen county, then 
from Allen and Adams counties, and 
at last from Allen, Adams and Wells 
counties," 


WAS AN ABLE 'MAN. 


Mr. Sarnighausen was a man of 


high education, and conspicuous abil- 
Hy, and occupied a foremost place 
in the ranks of citizenship. 
Polit- 


ically he was a democrat, and was.a 
recogTiized leader 
for many years 


among the German people of Allen 
county. 
He was a vigorous editorial 


writer, and during many years wield- 
ed' a 
forceful political influence 


throughout this portion of tho state. 
His services in the state legislature 
were of much valus to the people, 
and he stood well as a. legislator. He 
was chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on education in 1877 and 1879. 


Mr. Samigliauscit never married, 


and there are no relatives living in 
tho city. 
One sister and several 


nephews and nieces reside iu Ger- 
many. 
He -was a man of kindly 


iieart and sturdy character, and was 
especially endeared to his employes. 
?or them he had the warmest feeling, 
.heir business relations were invari- 
ably agreeable, and in addition, to 
.his tlie veteran editor manifested 
lie most earnest concern in their 
)ersonal welfare. 


Mr. Saruighausen left a will, and 


until this is made public, the dispo- 
sition of his newspaper property will 
not bt known. 
There will, however, 


be no interruption in its publication 
;avc on Monday, the day of 
the 


'tin era J. 


Mr. Sarnighausen was a devoted 


nember of 
St. Paul's Lutheran 


church, and Rev. Jacob Miller will 
fliciate at the funeral service, which 
5 to be held from the residence Mon- 
l.iy morning at 9 o'clock. 
In ac- 


cuiclanre with the expressed wish of 
Mr. Sarnighausen the remains will 
lot be taken to the church, but at 
.he close of the simple funeral serv-

the traffic, which is v?iy heavy at 
times, the Cincinnati, Hamilton, and 
Dayton'will establish a line of its 
ov/n into Fort Wayne. 
An 
item 


which appeared in this morning's 
issue of the Indianapolis 
Journal 


throws some light upon tho subject. 
The item reads as follows: "An ar- 
rangement has been 
perfected by 


which the White Water Valley road 
will be made a more profitable con- 
necting link in the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem. 
The tracks of the White Water 


division of the Big Four for eight 
miles between Connersville and Cam- 
bridge City and those of the Lake 
Erie and Western parallel each other. 
Four miles of each ia to be aban- 
doned and the Lake Erie and West- 
ern r.nd Big Four will use tho same 
track?, and through savvies will be 
established between Cincinnati and 
Fort Wayne fiver -the Big- Four and 
Lake Erie and Western, -ihe latter 
gaining entrance to Cincinnati over 
the 'Big Four lines. For years past 
the Lake -Erie and Western has done 
its Cincinnati business over the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, both 
freight and passenger. 'Now, it is 
stated, the entire traffic will be turn- 
ed over to the Big Four at Conners- 
vills and the freight depot aud pas- 
senger station at Conuersville used 
by both lines. This is an outgrowth, 
of course, of the combination.of Van- 
derbilt interests to do the business 
011 a more economical basis. Of late 
steam shovels have been put to work 
and a considerable mileage of steel 
rails laid on the White Water divi- 
sion preparatory 
to this 
change. 


This means, it is stated, the consoli- 
dation of some of the agencies and 
an improved Dervice 
between Fort 


Wayne r.nd 
Cincinnati whenever 


the condition of the track between 
Cambridge City and the junction of 
the White Water Valley with the Big 
Four is improved. Since constructed 
the White -Water Valley has been 
something of a burden on the Big 
Four and it is believed- that under 
the present arrangement it can be 
made a profitable adjunct to the sys- 
tem.
